In contrast to applicant's arguments, there was sufficient and motivation 
in the combination of references to render applicant's claimed invention obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made .In considering the disclosure of a reference, it is proper to take into account not only specific teaching of the reference but 
also the inferences which one skilled in the art would be reasonably be expected to draw therefrom In re Preda, 401 F.2d 825, 159 USPQ 
342, 344 (CCPA 1968). See MPEP 2144.01 . Once a prima facie case of obviousness has been made the burden of going further is 
shifted to applicant.
